Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-14 and 16-27 are allowed. The claims will be renumbered as 1-26. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art of 
Obradovic does not disclose or fairly suggest, among other things, evaluating a relationship 
measure for each local region using a metric based on similarity between input features and a 
selected output, and identifying one or more relevant features, by using the relationship measure 
for each local region or determining a relevancy of a selected feature by performing a weighted 
sum of the relationship measures for the feature over the plurality of local regions at appropriate 
levels. It is for this reason and in combination with all of the other elements of the claims that 
claims 1-14, and 16-27 are allowable over Obradovic.
